The Chairman recalled that the Chief 
Rabbi had had to give up his lectureship 
in Homiletics. Education Com- 
mittee had proposed asking the Rev. Dr. 
A. Cohen to give those lectures for the

The United Nations Security Council 
s to meet on Tuesday next to consider 
Egypt's demand for the immediate demili- 
tarssation of Jerusalem as a prelude to 
the establishment of an  internationa! 
régime for the Holy City. 

A preliminary Council discussion this 
week centred on whether it should give 
full consideration to Egypt's demand now 
in view of the fact that the entire Jeru- 
salem question will shortly be debated 
in the Political Commiuttec. 

‘In Tuesday's discussion in the Trustee- 
ship Committee, the Israel delegation 
voted with the majority in approving a 
motion calling on Colonial Powers to 
increase educational facilities for .native 
populations. 

The Israel representative, Mr. Aubrey 
Eban. has informed the Security Couric! 
that his Government is opposed to the 
plan to demilitarise Jerusalem. Such a 
scheme, he said, might upset the armistice 
agreement between Israel and Jordan. 


50,000 JEWS LEFT IN

bona-fide refugees. it was found that no

The detailed Iraqi plan for 
exchange was submitted to Mr 
Gordon Clapp when he visited Bagh- 
dad this week. .Mr. Clapp was 
that the plan could be 
regarded as an official offer on which 
he could negotiate with the Govern- 
ment of Israel and with international!

All Jews to be Transferred 


According to the plan. the whole of 
Iraqi Jewry is to be transferred to Israc! 
within the next four months, the Jews 
being allowed to take only personal and 
household property up to & Maximum 
weiem of 220 Ib. per person. In addi- 
tion, they would be allowed to take a 
few pounds as “ pocket money.” 

The Iraqis suggested that several 
hundred ‘buses and trucks should be 
specially mobilised for this operation, 
and that. in addition, hundreds of 
vehicles should be borrowed from the 
British Middle East Army 

The Jews and their belongings. the 
plan continues, would be transported in 
large convoys of these vehicles through 
the Syrian Desert to Jordan and thence

At least 165,000 Jewish refugees from 
Eastern Europe have entered Autria 
since the war, according to figures col- 
lected by refugee organisations in Vienna 
In 1946, 100,000 Jews are said to have 
entered Austria . m 1947. the figure is 
given as 50.000 ; in 1948. 10,000:.and in 
1949. 5.000 

This total, says Reuter, does not include 
a large unrecorded number of refugees 
who entered Austria in the last months 
of 1945

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


THE NEW ERA 


ERESHIT — Genesis! It is a 
B blessed word, a winged word. It 
bears on its pinrons measureless 
yearning, mumberless hopes. New life 
invariably thrills us: the bud, the 
habe—the ardent promise ever exceeds 
the sober fulfilment. 

Sabbath Bereshit, rolling back the 
gons of eternity, bids us gaze upon 
the unfolding of creation from its pri- 
mordial imewpience to the crowning 
glory and tragedy of Man. It is pre- 
sented with the Divine simplicity of 
faith. And an almost inexpressible nos- 
talgic expectation stirs within us: we 
have returned to the beginning, we 
start afresh, the possibilities are illimit- 
able «+ « 

Nor. is it just the rewound Torah 
roll that stands at Sidrat Bereshit. we 
live in an Era of Bereshit. We are 
children of a new age. The atom has 
vielded its secret. We bave probed 


the very heart of physical creation 
Boundless power its within human 
grasp. A new society is also 


burgconing. The dynamism of history 
transcends political and even social 
harriers. A new classless social order 
iS emerging. A new equalitarian 
Weltanschauune, as hateful to some as 
it is beloved of others, is inexorably 
spreading through the world. And in 
the East a new star-—a new portent 
has appeared on the horizon—the Star 
of David. What new texture of events 
is Providence weaving on the loom of 
history 


B' l at the very threshold, almost, of 

Bereshit gieams the warning light 
of “the revolving flaming sword.” 
Paradise was lost; man was banished 
fram the Garden of God. Newness. 
it is clear, has no mberent virtue. 
Fashion thrives on novelty : change 1S 
the very éssence of its ephemeral soul. 
But Goodness, Truth, and = Beauty 
belong to eternity. The worship of 
the new-purely for the sake of its 
newness iS a superstitious ‘obsession, 
a dangerous fetish. 


Bereshit is a brave Sidra. ht carries 


a noble and courageous message, 
which gains in significance because it 
is not lacking in realism. The menace 
of the Flood looms over every Gene- 
sis; but potentially each embryonic 
manifestation of life bears the Divine 
seal, “ It is good!” and the completed 
process holds the promise : “ It is very 
good!” Nor is the road to Eden for 
ever barred. Birth reopens it. The 
child may lead the way to it when the 
older generation surrenders to despair. 

This is the transcendent hope of our 
Sidra. But that it not all. It not only 
reveals the vision, it points the way of 
its realisation. “TiN Let there be 
light,” 1s the primary precept. Light 
is the world’s first and greatest need 
not the pitiless, cold light of scientific 
discovery, but the heart-warming 
Spiritual radiance which, according to 
Our Sages, was set aside for the right- 
eous jn the time to come. It is the 
moral light, which injustice and strife 
seek to extinguish. It is the Divine 
light in the human spirit, which, since 
the dawn of history, has joined issue 
with the forces of darkness. 


OER sages declare: “ The dust of 
which Adam was made was 
gathered from the whole world.” The 
brotherhood of man is a scientific fact. 
4 spiritual imperative, a_ political 
necessity Racialism ts but Cain's 
pernicious excuse for his unforgivable 
crime, and it ss hard to tell whether 
the excuse is not more reprehensible 
than the crime. These are truths that 
man has still to learn if he 1s to blaze 
the path of paradise regained 
But though the road back to Eden 
remains bong and wearying, though the 
way 1s strewn with the debris of count- 
less tragic frustrations, yet the light of 
Bereshit continues to glow undimmed 
through all the chequered ages. spell- 
ing hope. Man, it prophesies, shall 
rediscover the road to the Garden of 
God. He shall overcome all the 
obstacles ; for he was fashioned, the 
Talmud teaches, from the Alitar’s 
earth. His sacrifice can atone for all 
the errors of the past. 


JEWISH BOOK 
EXHIBITION 


Promoting Understanding 
With Christians 

By a Jewish Chronicle Reporter 

The aims of the Jewish Book Exhibi- 


tion, which was arranged in connection 
with “Jewish Book Week.” and which 
was held this week in the Rose Hertz 
Hall, were outlined by the Rev. Dr. A. 
Cohen. President of the Board of Depu- 
ues, who presided at the official opening 
on Monday. and by Lord Justice Cohen. 
who formally declared the exhibition 
open 

The valuable service which could be 
rendered by an exhibition of that kind, 
Dr Cohen said. was twofold. It was. in 
the first place, valuable to their own 
people..and Jews who saw the collection 
should. be inspired to create a Jewish 
brary as part of their household equip- 
ment 

They hoped, also, that many of their 
Christian friends would come. The books 
there might indicate to the = sincere 
inguirer not of the Jewish faith the 
sources to which he could turn for reli- 
abic information about matters Jewish. 


Need for Understanding 


* We do not seek to influence others 
to adopt our faith,” Lord Justice Cohen 
said, “but we believe that the mutual 
understanding which we seek to promote 
‘S eMneniily desirable in the interests of 
‘he general community and that cannot 
be achieved unless it is founded on 
knowledge.” 

He thanked all who had made the 
exhibition possible by. lending books, 
and, above all. the members of the 
committee who had undertaken the work 
Ol organisation. 

Both Lord Justice Cohen and the chair- 
man paid tributes to the late Mr. Jacques 
Cohen, who had devoted so much effort 
io the organisation of the exhibition. 

Mr. Owen Mocatta also spoke. 

In addition to the Central Jewish Lec- 
ture Committee, the following co-oper- 
ated: the Jewish Memorial Council Book 
Department; the Jewish Historical 
Society; the Jewish Museum: Jews’ Col- 
lege Library; the Wiener Library; and 
the Ben Uri Art Gallery, which lent 20 
Pictures of particular Jewish and literary 
interest to hang on the walls of the hall

THE TALMUD 


By the Ree. 
Dr. R. TRAVERS HERFORD 


Seder Kodashim (Sanctities) Six vols 
Soncino Press. £12 10s. (The final six 
of the vols.) 

The completion of the English 


translation of the Talmud, published 
by the Soncino Press, has been cele- 
brated with due honour in Tue 
Jewish CHronicce of September 9. 
As was most fitting. those who took 
part in the welcome were those who 
shared in the inheritance of the Tal- 
mud, who had the best right to glory 
m the possession of that treasure. 
They spoke for all who are of Israel. 
in expressing gratitude and offering 
congratulations to the Editor, the 
several translators, and, in an especial 
degree, to the publisher, for the great 
servicé they have together rendered. 

The Talmud is indeed the posses- 
sion of Israel; but, by the very fact 
that it has now been translated into 
English, it has been made accessible 
to Gentiles to an extent hitherto un- 
exampled. No doubt the Talmud has 
always been there for Gentiles to read 

4f they could. But few could. and 
still fewer have understood what it 
really was which they were reading. 
With the result. as is well known, of 
abuse of the Talmud as profane and 
scorn for its contents as absurd 
The publication of the Soncino 
Talmud ts a proof that, in this country 
at all events, those evil days have 
gone and will not return. 


Gentile Shares in Rejoicings 


It may, therefore, be not unfitting 
that a Gentile should be admutted to 


share in the rejoicings on the present: 


occasion, one, moreover, for whom 
the Talmud has always had a strong 
fascination, even before he had learned 
to understand and reverence the real 
grandeur of the great work. 

It was in November, 1880, that in 
the Reading Room of the British 
Museum I first set eyes on a copy of 
the Talmud, and held one of its 
volumes in my hand. I opened it at 
random, and by good fortune I 
chanced on a passage not wholly unin- 
telligible to a student with only a 
modest equipment of Biblical Hebrew. 
| have never forgotten the feelings of 
that day. and it has often helped me 
in later years when I have toiled to 
overcome the appalling difficulties 
which beset the path of the Crentile 
who tries to master the secret of the 
lalmud,. and who has not been tramed 
in the tradition of rabbinical learning 
The labour of these almost seventy 
years has at least taught me to under- 
stand in some degree why the Talmud 
is SO great, and to decipher at least 
some part of its secret. What I have 
found will be made in some degree 
accessible to Gentile readers by the 
new translation, though that can never 
convey to them the. fragrance, as of 
some old casket of cedar wood, which 
comes to me from the origina! 


Interpreting the Torah 


It brings to my mind the thought 
of the men of old who made the 
Talmud. of whom some have come to 
he like friends to me, men who spent 


their years in the endless work of 
interpreting the Torah so that they 
might bring home to their brethren 


‘its divine teaching. its sure guidance. 
its counsels of endurance, its words. of 
hope. From age to age they toed 
and learned and taught. im the Beth 
Hamidrash and the synagogue. that 
they might help their people to stand 
fast in the trust which God had com- 
mitted to them and to serve Him in 
the ways of “a Godly, righteous, and 
sober hfe.” What they taught, and 
something. of the vision which they 
beheld in their souls, is recorded in 
the pages of the Talmud. If the 
Gentile scoffed at it as worthless or 


profane, it had not been written for - 


had been to their own 
people, Israel, their “refuge and 
streneth. a very present help in 
trouble,” through all the tragic years: 
and. for those who can understand its 
meaning it is so still 

All human speech on things divine 
must necessarily be halting and imper- 
fect: but for the Talmud, among the 
other sacred writings of the world, it 
is indeed rightly claimed that it brings 
to human souls the words of the liv- 
ing God, and that clam 1s justihed by 
the experience of those who have 
sought its help and guidance, and have 
not sought in vain.

HE Jewish Book Exhibition, 
cxganised by the Centra! Lecture 
Committee of the Board of 
Depveties, which closed at Weburn 
House yesterday, was designed, accord- 
ing to its sponsors, “to ilustrate 
Jewish life and thought and to pro- 
mote mutual understanding and good- 
will between Christian and Jew.”

The events of the past 70 years had 
destroyed the theory that Jews in the 
Diaspora would assimilate in the - 
tive sense, said Major Lionel ose 


M.B.E.. in the course of his address on 
Recent Developments in Jewish 
Defence.” to the London Jewish Gradu- 


ates’ Association, at 33, Seymour Place, 
London, W.1, on Tuesday. 

The Jews. he said, were now identified 
as a specific group in human society 
which would not assimilate. It was only

THE ROTHSCHILD BARONY 


The lith volume of “ The Complete 
Peerage,’ just published, Mr. Paul 
Emden, historian and genealogist, tells me, 
refers to the first Anglo-Jewish barony 
conferred on June 29, 1885, upon 
Nathaniel de Rothscmid. The pecrage 
was, On January 12, 1847, preceded by a 
baronetcy for Anthony, the first Lord's 
uncle who. like the other sons of Nathan 
Mayer (founder of the dynasty'’s English 
branch), was also a Baron of the Austrian 
Empire. Some of the details are not quite 
correct. In 1815, the Rothschild brothers. 
“the -Five Frankfurters,”. received a 
patent of nobility from the Emperor of 
Austria, and on September 29, 1822. all

were advanced to the hereditary dignity of 
Freiherr (Baron) of the Austrian Empire 
Nathan Mayer, however, never assumed 
the tithes and the entries in “ Burkes 
Peerage Nathan Mayer de and 
in recent editions “ Baron Nathan Mayer 
de R.’—are incorrect. Buried in 1836 
in the cemeiery of the Great Synagogue 
in Mile End, the inscription on his tomb- 
stone reads. Nathan Mayer Rothschild.”

Two years after their father’s death 
Nathan Mayer's sons filed a petition and 
by Royal Licence, dated June 16. 1838. 
the English Rothschilds were authorised 
to accept the dignity of Barons of Austria. 
Accordingly, the widowed Mrs. Nathan 
Mayer Rothschild became. a Baroness. 
and. having died in 1850, was buried by 
the side of her husband as “ Baroness 
Hannah De Rothschild, Relict of the late 
Baron Nathan Mayer De Rothschild.” 
In this way, with a capital D in both 
instances, the founder of the English 
house was posthumiously ennobled by his 
sons.

| wonder whether Mr. Zigmund 


Turkov, the actor-producer, who is this 
week staging his play on the life of 
Abraham Goldfaden (“ Sing My 
People '), realises that he has chosen a 
date exactly SO years after the “ father of 
the Yiddish theatre’ visited London ?

Dr. Fishbein gave me an interview for 
Tue Jewisn CHronicie, and prominent 
among the subjects we discussed was dis 
cruminalion against Jews in America, with 
particular reference to Jewish doctors and 
medical students. 

“Our medical colleges do not have 
recognised quotas,” he told me. “ There 
are, however, twice as many young men 
applying for medicine as there is room 
for and the proportion of Jewish Sludents 
applying is very large. Therefore. : is 
probable that about one half of aj) 
people do not get in and. since many 
more Jews apply Pproporuionaicly, about 
three-quarters of the Jews do not.”* 

He pointed out that there are three 
Medical Colleges in the U.S.A. which 
have more than 45 per cent of Jewish 
students: the University of Illinois. the 
Medical School in Long Island, and the 
Chicago Medical Colleec. 

“Is there a movement to discriminate 
against Jewish medical students?” | 
asked. 

“ There is nothing organised in that 
direction,” Dr. Fishbein replied. “ Whar. 
ever discrimination there is représents 
mere individua] activity, because in al! 
our Medical Schools students are admit. 
ted by an Admitting Committee.’ 

Because there afe so many more Jewish 
students applying for admission than 
there is room for, Dr. Fishbein estimates 
that there are at least 300 medical 
students from the U.S. studying abroad 

Dr. Fishbein told me that “a great 
many of our most competent doctors have 
no difficulty about discrimination.” . and 
added that his son-in-law, a surgeon. is 
chief of one of the divisions of the Catho. 
lic hospitals : is a member of the staff of 
two other hospitals that are not Jewish: 
and that he had not experienced any 
trouble over it. ' 


Anti-Semitism not Serious 


He did not think that anti-Semitism in 
general constituted an especially serious 
problem in the USA They had, he 
said, organised opposition to anii- 
Semitism by the Anti-Defamation 
League, and whenever there was an 
obvious injustice based on anti-Semitism. 
the person affected could appeal to the 
League, which took the matter up 
actively. For example. if an advertise- 
ment appearing in a newspaper discrim- 
nated against Jews applying for a par- 
ticular job, or if at any time it was 
feared that there had been myustice, 
the League dealt with it immediately 
its official capacity. The League had set 
up a worthwhile agency. to which he was 
a contributor. 

When, said Dr. Fishbein, a man svuf- 
fered from anti-Semitism in any modern 
civilisation, he should first examine his 
own conduct as an individual. and then 
if he found some obvious injustice he 


should appeal to the official Powers that 
Be. If 


he did this. he would. he fei: 
sure, find that “ mostijof the world to-day 
iS anxious to be tolerant.” 

Mrs. Fishbein, who is here with Dr.

Some British Views

A report on the revised Lowdermilk 
Scheme, the so-called Hays Plan, has 
been prepared for the Jordan Govern- 
ment by Sir Murdoch MacDonald and 
Partners in the form of a 14-page 
memorandum explaining which parts 
are acceptable and which are unaccep- 
table to the Kingdom of Jordan. 

This report is of considerable impor- 
tance and is being submitied by the 
Jordan Government to the United 
Nations Survey Mission. There it will 
find formidable backing, as it was sub- 
mitted to the Foreign Office some time 
ago, and has won the approval! of Sir 
Desmond Morton, who represenis the 
British Government on the Survey Mis- 
sion. 
In a detailed analysis of the Hays 
scheme for a Jordan Valley Authority. 
the memorandum says that it would be 
wrong to dismiss the Lowdermilk scheme 
as completely ill-considered and = im- 
practicabie. 


First Construction Stages 


The Jordan Kingdom, it says, does not 
want to deter Israel from proceeding at 
once with the first eight consiruciion 
stages laid down in the Hays Report 
These dea! with the development of 
underground water and of storage in the 
coastal plain wadis. It approves of the 
drainage of Lake Huleh. but raises objec- 
tion to the total diversion of the flow of 
the Upper Jordan unless compensation 
water is provided for the Lower Valicy 

The same applies also to the proposed 
diversion of the River Yarmuk. Jordan 
agrees to the construction of the Mediter- 
ranean-Dead Sea Power System. provided 
the level of the Dead Sea is not unduly 
altered. It challenges the estimated cost 
mentioned in the Hays Report 
$200,000,000, as being far too low, and 
covering the western side of the Jordan 
only.

AUTHORITY ” 


The real importance of this report Ties 
in its final and political conclusions, 
which will guide British policy on the 
Survey Mission. These are that. so far, 
the plan has only dealt with Israel and 
Arab Palestine, and that only a small 
amount of water is guaranteed to Jordan, 
and no proposals for irrigation of 
development in Lebanon and Syria are 
made. 

But, adds the report to the Jordan 
Government, it is certain that both 
Lebanon and Syria will have land which 
could be developed by irrigation or pro- 
tected from floods by major works. and. 
in addition, there may be proposals for 
hydro-electric development in the Jordan 
catchment within these countries. 


Diverting River Litani 


A proposal exists to divert the River 
Litam: in the Lebanon into the Jordan 
Basin. The memorandum ito the Jordan 
Government describes ths as a most 
reasonable proposal. which would con- 
siderably augment the waier available in 
the Jor@an Basin. lt also would make 
the scheme even more truly one for an 
international authority 


he report concludes as follows: 
“ With the addition of the River Litani. 
the proposal to include the Palestine 


Coastal Plain into the scope of the pro- 
posed Jordan Valley Authority could 
under favourable cifcumsiances and with 
acceptable guaranices of sufficient water 
for the irrigation of the Jordan Valley. 
be welcomed by the Kingdom of! Jordan, 
especially if the scope of the Jordan Val- 
lev Authority cou'd be extended to in- 
clude the Jordan Kingdom Lebanon. and 
Syria. as well as Israc! and Arab Pales- 
tine. 


This clearly, is the most ambitious 
development plan vet for the Middle 
East The crux of however. is 
whether a surtabi< inierna mal authority 
can be found that could contro the Jor- 
dan waters in the face of che conflicting 
demands of Israel and her Arab neich- 
bours.

Me years ago, when fashion 


industry. Ostrich farmers amassed 
great fortunes.

In The Wilderness

When we reached the obscure hotel, 
he owner; who proved to be a cun- 
ning rascal, ran out to see the Cause 
of the vast howling mob in front of 
his ramshackle place. I explained 
that I was the owner of the caravan 
and wanted a room for the night, as 
the boat from Port Said to Jaffa, 
Palestine, was to leave the next morn- 
ing. 
The hotel-keeper asked me, seeing 
that | was a man of means—judging 
by the transport of ostriches from 
such a distance—why I did not patro- 
mise the well-known European hotel, 
and | was obliged to explain the cir- 
cumstances of my sad appearance. 
The rascal then intimated his willing- 
Ness to accommodate me with a room 
on the ground floor—for the extor- 
tionate price of £2 jn cash for the 
night (the usual price was in the neigh- 
bourhood of 3s.). 1 protested, but he 
had me in a cleft stick. I paid the 


ridiculous figure and obtained a re- 
cept, together with the key of the 
room. I then ordered the cages con- 
taijng the birds to be taken mto the 
room. 

After locking the door. I went to 
the centre of the town, and, late 
though it was, found a doctor who 
relieved the facial swelling, bought a 
full outfit of new clothes, visited a 
magnificent Turkish bath. had a meal 
such as I had not had for many 
months, and returned to my room a 
new man. 

On entering the room. I found it as 
hot as a boiler-room in a coal-burn- 
ing ship—I had (forgotten _ thai 
ostriches generate an extraordinary 
amount of heat. The birds were also 
very restless through being coopéed 
up for so long. I then bethought my- 
self of the blackmail practised on me 
by that unscruptlous innkeeper in 
charging me for one night an amount 
which he might not otherwise earn in 
months, and in a spirit of devilment 
| opened the wretched windows to 
cool the room, unlocked the cages. 
and allowed the birds to come out 
I cast the bedding into the corridor, 
Shut the door, and slept outside it that 
meht. Early next morning. with the 
help of many porters, we managed to 
force the birds back into their cages 
and carted them to the waiting 
steamer. The birds had taken advan: 
tage of thei bref freedom to make 
such a terrible mess in the room that 
it must have taken the too-clever inn 
keeper many davs to clean Ht out 
again 


Birds In Rowing-Boats 


In due cour “, We reached Jaffa with 
my costiy cara bul as no ship could 
moor alongside the beach owime to 
the dangerous rocks, and as there was 
no quay, | had the birds transferred 


into large rowime-boats, landed them 
with great difficulty, and then trans- 
ported them ov horse-drawn lorries 
itthere were no motor-lorrnes then) to 


my home in the Jewish village of 
Rishon le here | h id far 
sized piece Of land m-my ird fenced 
round with strong palings. and. the 


birds soon became used to their new 
environment and began to thrive 
But then my rea! troubles began 
Ihe birds, becoming more powerful 
from day to dav. broke into an adjoin 
ing building contaimime manure and 
compost heap used as fertiliser for the 
plantation [hey wallowed in the 


unsavoury mess and within a short 
time became covered with blood-suck 
ing ticks 
it and by the time I managed -to 
cleanse them of the vermin three birds 
perished and the rest recovered slowly, 


Scattered In All Directions 


I then engaged two specially power- 
ful shepherds to take the birds out 
into the open a few hours a da\ for 
exercise. One fatal day something 
frightened them and they scattered in 
all directions. With the help of many 
riders, we managed to round them up 
but two birds escaped somewhere and 
never turned up agam. I! then built 
a much stronger fence with double 
reinforcement and confined the remain- 
ing six birds in that paddock, but | 
had to keep special guards day and 
night to prevent them from breaking 
out. 
This. however. could not go on 
indefinitely, so I built, in my orchard, 
which is some four miles from my 
home. several stone enclosures, each 
very roomy. with walls some seven 
feet high. As soon as the enclosures 
were completed I had a_ strong 
wooden box made, reinforced with 
iron. into which were dragged, by the 
united force of several men, two birds 
at a time. Ht was placed on a horse- 
drawn lorry, and in this way we trans- 
ported the ostriches to their new home 

All would have been well, except 
that I was ignorant of the fact that 
the male ostrich is a very dignified 
gentleman and apparently resents, as 
lowering to his prestige, being carried 
as a prisoner together with a female 
bird. Innocently, therefore, I trans- 
ported a male and a female bird to- 
gether jn that box. One must bear 
in mind that by now the birds were 
fully grown, very tall, strong, and 
heavy. and dangerous, too, as an 
ostrich can easily kill a man or beast 
with one stroke of his powerful leg. 

The road to my orchard was flat 
except for one part where there was 


As a result they all! fell 


a rise over a high hill. The 
driver of the lorry, was, of course, im 
front handling the powerful pair of 
horses and I was sitting at the back 
of the lorry, leaning against the huee 
box. I noticed from the start that the 
male bud was very restless, but as | 
had already transported several loads 
of birds that day without mischief, | 
Was not prepared for what happencd 
At the top of the hill, I suddenly saw 
with horror the male bird give a quick 
push against the front of the box. 
which broke as if it had been made of 
cardboard, and he tried to jump over 
the horses’ heads. 


Fight For Life 


The driver did not lose his wits. 
and, whnle controlling the horses with 
one haf, he tried to prevent the bird 
from coming out with the other. The 
bird gave his arm ‘a terrific blow and 
easily sprinted off the lorry, but as 
the vehicle was travelling at a good 
pace. the bird stumbled and fell when 
landjng. I instinctively, without think- 
ing of the great danger to myself. 
jumped off the lorry, ran towards the 
bird, which was on the point of get 
tng up, grabbed his throat firmly- 
which, by the way, is the ostrich’s only 
weak spot—-and carefully avoided his 
murderous feet. It developed into a 
fight for life. We rolled down that 
hill, sometimes the bird on top, some- 
tumes I; but I did not relinguish my 
hold on his throat. which saved me 


Fortunately, the driver had managed . 


to close the break in the box and so 
prevented the female bird from escap 
ing also, and then he ran to my aid 
Luckily.for me, it happened to be 
harvest time, when many farmers 
both Jews and Arabs, were at work all 
around the plan. With their keen 
eyesight, they. saw the terrible struggle 
going on, and from all sides they 
rushed towards us with ropes. rems 
etc. Eventually, after what seemed to 
me a lifetime, many reached us and 
the bird was firmiy secured, bound 
tightly, and. put back into the cage 
almost smothered in ropes. Some of 
our helpers accompanied us to the 
orchard, as I was then in a state of 
exhaustion. We put the male bird in 
in enclosure on his own, cut the ropes. 
and ran for the exil 


Successful Experiment 


Ihe experiment of ostrich-breeding 
in Palestine turned out a great success 
Ihe birds hecame acclanatised, laid 
and hatched their eggs quite normally 
and eventually a young generatwn ot 
ostriches grew up im my orchard 
From them a great and beneficial 
industry might have developed, but 
during the first World War, when I 
was absent from Palestine, my mana 
ger, reasoning that grain (which the 
birds had to have besides the Natural 
grass which was plentiful in the 
orchard) would be much too dear to 
obtain. in the pursuit of what he 
apparently considered simply a costly 
ideal. ground up some glass and fed it 
to the ostriches. In a few days they al! 
perished. and with them permshed the 
ostrich-breeding industry jn Palestine

CITRUS PICKING 


Deadlock Between 
Growers & Workers 


From our Own Correspondent 


Tet Aviv 

The deadlock in connection with the 
picking of the coming season's citrus crop 
% causing grave concern to both the 
Government and the citrus growers. 

In view of the catremely low labour 
productivity of the majority of the new 
immigrants, the citrus growers have sug- 

ted that wages for pickang the fru be 

xed at 32s. per day for unskilled labour. 
and 34s. for skilled labour, These rates 
are conditional on the efficient picking or 
packing of cight cases of fruit daily. The 
growers suggest a deduction of 4s. for 
each case less than eight, picked gr packed. 
and an addition of 4s. for each Tase above 
eight. 


Reduction Refused 


The workers refuse to consider any 
deduction for low productivity, although 
their Trade Union is inclined to allow a 
nominal deduction of Is., or a Maximum 
of 2s.. for each case under eight. 

The Trade Unions also demand that 
only organised labour, engaged through 
Labour Exchanges, be allowed to pick 
citrus: this ws mended to rule out the 
possibility of growers obtaining cheaper 
labour from the immigrants’ camps where 
thousands are prepared to work at much 
lower wages. 

With the picking season opening tn three 
weeks’ time. the Government is con- 
sidering a plan which will be imposed on 
growers and the Unions should they fail 
to reach agreement before the end of the 
month.

Doubtful Prospects

Great difficulnes are being encounitcred 
in London by the Israe] Citrus delega- 
ton, which, since its return from Scan- 
dinavia last week, has had several meet- 
mgs with officials of the Fruit and Veee- 
tables Section of the Minisiry of Food 
The difficulties are partly due to the 
imecreased cost of production in Israel.

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EAST AND WEST 


FOR some weeks past, the Press, particularly 
the Jewish Press in the United States, has 
devoted a good deal of space to the position 
of Jews in Eastern Europe—the Soviet Union 
and neighbouring Marxist States. Much of 
this space has been given up to rumours, 
frequently to biased representations, arising 
largely from a lack of reliable and first-hand 
information. Angered by these reports, the 
Communists, who now control life in the 
Jewish communities in Eastern Europe, have 
retaliated with a violent and indiscriminate 
propaganda campaign against the Jews in the 
West, especially in America, classing them 
all, in the familiar phraseology, as “ Imperial- 
ists.” “ warmongers,” and enemies of the 
Soviet Union. While it may be futile to 
deny these baseless charges, prompted largely 
by the peculiar position in which Jewish 
Communists find themselves in Eastern 
Europe, it is high time for an assessment of 
the real nature of this conflict which seriously 
threatens to split Jewry into two hostile 
camps-——-East and West. Out of the ten 
millon Jews in pre-war Europe fewer than 
half have survived, and of the survivors 
three-quarters appear now to be under 
mecreasing pressure, against the acknow- 


- fedged interests of our people as a whole, to 


sever relations with thei brethren in England 
and France, and particularly with the five 
million in the United States. 7 


That Jewry, with its communities spread 
in different countries, would ultimately be 
compelled to murror the deplorable split 
already in process between East and West 
generaliy has been anticipated, at least by 
some. What was not anticipated—and causes 
even more astonishment and regret—is that 
ut should take place sco soon, and to the 
accompaniment of a virulent and base cam- 
paign degrading to Jews everywhere. It is 
evident oy now that the widely reported 
campaign against the Zionists in Moscow, 
Budapest, Bucharest, and more “lately 
Warsaw, accompanied in some cases by 
arrests, trials, and imprisonment, is to be 
looked on as part of a design by. the Com- 
munists to use the Jews in the present “ cold 
war” against the Western Democracies. _ It 
is also fairly clear that this is being carried 
out through the medium of Jewish members 
of the Communist Party without real regard 
for what might happen to Jewish people as 
a people on either side. What, however, is 
not so evident, and should be stated. in 
fairness to our brethren in the East, is that 
much of the present hostility, prompted by 
Cominform policy, has its origin in the 
teachings of Marx and the earlier revolu- 
tionanes Russia—Jewish revolutionaries 
mcluded. To Marx the Jews were members 
of the hated bourgeoisie, hindering the way 
to victory of the working classes. In his 
view, gold was “the worldly God,” whom 
he presented in detogatory fashion. This 
prejudice was inherited by early Jewish 
revolutionaries such as Lev Deicu, ARON 
ZUNDELEVICH, and others, and it is now 
being improved upon by their followers in 
and outside the Soviet Union. 


It should be recalled in this connection 
that to the Jewish revolutionary of the last 
century it was the Russian sajik who was his 
brother, while Jewish artisans, as Deicnu 
freely admitted, were regarded as exploiters 
and “ gescheftmachers.” Whenever they 
spoke of “the people” they meant “ the 
Russian people,” never the Jewish people, 
because to them, as to their followers to-day, 
the Jewish problem could only be solved by 
the absorption of the Jews in the emancipation 
and liberation of the Russian people and the 
working class everywhere. Translated into 
everyday terms, this meant assimilation— 


_Europe. 


the Marxist brand of assimilation, with full 
racial tolerance and the elimination of anti- 
Semitism, but assimilation nevertheless. To 
ZUNDELEVICH in the last century, and to his 
followers equally to-day, Jewish nationalism, 
like Jewish religion, was retrogressive and 
anti-revolutionary, and, therefore, held in 
contempt. They constantly insisted on the 
abandonment of Jewish national aspirations, 
and it was this insistence that caused the 
rupture between the Jewish Socialist Move- 
ment, under the banner of the “ Bund,” and 
the Communists, to whom even the mild 
form of Jewish nationalism expressed in the 
“Jewish cultural autonomy” of the Bund 
was anathema. The result was that the Bund 
was compelled to disappear underground, 
and became an illegal organisation in Russia 
only four years after the Russian revolution. 
And with the Bund disposed of, the Zionists 
became the target of Communist attacks. 


Unlike the Bundist, however, the Zionist 
ideal is much more deeply rooted in the soul 
of the Jew, and, although suppressed for 
many years, it revived with undreamt-of 
vitality in Russia during the war, when 
Russian nationalism for the purposes of 
strategy was glorified as a major virtue that 
contributed to the defeat of Hrri_er and to 
victory. This nationalistic consciousness of 
Russian Jewry was intensified as a result 
of the merciless tragedy that befell our people 
at the hands of the Germans. And it was 
heightened by the reappearance of an 
independent Jewish State in Israel, and 
STALIN'S oOWn support for it. This revival 
was as surprising to the Russians as it was 
to the Jewish Communists, who had deluded 
themselves with the thought that assimilation 
had reached the point where the two million 
Jews in Russia would finally be submerged 
in the Marxist society. Though amazed 
at this sudden change, the Kremlin tolerated 
it as long as it did not assume the form of 
an express desire and actual attempt on the 
part of impatient numbers of Jews to leave 
the Soviet Union for Israel, and for as long 
as Russia was friendly to Tel Aviv and not 
so hostile to the West. But with the change 
of Cominform policy, Jewish nationalism, 


and Zionism in particular, came under fire 


first in Moscow and then in Eastern Europe 
generally. 

Much as the present situation is due. to 
eariy Marxist hostility to the middle class, 
to the Communists’ policy of assimilation 
and their resentment of the unyieldingness 
of the Jew, and to the present change in the 
Cominform policy, there are also other 
factors which make the nature of the present 
campaign so violent. Neither the Soviet 
nor any of the other Communist Govern- 
ments can be accused of deliberate anti- 


Semitism. for there 1s no real evidence to 


support such a charge. But what of their 
peoples ? Have the Russian people, the 
Ukrainians, the Hungarians, Rumanians, 
Poles, all of whom must still remember the 
pogroms of both earlier and more recent 
days, really put by their hostility to the Jews? 
It 1s doubtful. 


This analysis would not serve the purpose 
intended if we failed to draw the conclusion 
that we on our part must do everything in 
our power to reduce the dividing line to its 
narrowest dimensions. The Jews in the 
East. unfortunately, are not their own 
masters as far as policy is concerned. Know- 
ing this, and being to a much greater extent 
responsible for our own policy, we must con- 
sider it imperative to avoid recriminations. 
We must show the utmosi restraint and 
patience in reference to Jewry in Eastern 
As a people we have learned 
patience, and if we were able to show it 
towards our enemies, how much more must 
we display it towards those of our people 
who, we hope, have only temporarily 
adopted this campaign of abuse. We can 
show patience in many ways, one of them 
being the refusal to report and repeat every 
rumour often calculated simply to slander 
our brethren in the East, and resulting in 
turn in. more pressure on them from within. 
The tree of the Jewish people has branches 
all over the world, and to us, probably 
more than to any other people, the cutting 
off of relations with one of them is cruel and 
painful. We are believers in_ the brother- 
hood of man and its ultimate recognition. 


Jewish Communists, as, indeed, most Com- 
munists, often profess that despite their 
different methods they aim at the same 
goal. If that is true, it is time that they, 
too, desisted from the campaign which will 
split not only Jewry but also the whole world 
into two. 


IRAQ’S PROPOSAL 


THE Iraqi offer to the Economic Survey 
Mission to turn out the entire Iraqi Jewish 
community of over 100,000, expropriate its 
property and fortunes, estimated variously as 
worth anything from £80,000,000 to 
£300,000,000—in exchange for 100,000 Arab 
refugees—and to accomplish all this in a 
matter of three to four months, may have 
struck members of the Survey Mission as an 
odd kind of contribution towards the settle- 
ment of the refugee problem in the Middle 
East. The proposals, as they stand, may also 
occasion some mild astonishment in Israel 
and among Jews generally. It would be in- 
advisable to generate stronger emotions than 
this at the nature of the Iraqi proposal. The 
suq Of Baghdad is famed as a market-place 
where bargaining knows no limits. This is 
oriental diplomacy with its own code of rules; 
and it has to be treated accordingly. There is 
much more importance to be attached to the 
fact that Iraq has made the proposal than to 
the absurd details accompanying it. The 
origin of the suggestion that an exchange of 
population should take place is, therefore, of 
considerable importance in this connection. 


It was first mooted at the end of the fighting 
in Palestine last year by the expert advisers 
on Arab affairs to the Israel Government. 
They saw no long-term prospect of peace. 
They saw the Arab leaders speaking and 
working for a war of revenge. So they con- 
cluded that strong fences in the Middle East 
might make better neighbours than would 
the existence of an Arab minority in Israel 
and of Jewish minorities in the Arab States, 
particularly in Syria and Iraq. Egypt was a 
somewhat different case. For many months, 
therefore, the Israel "Foreign Office has been 
studying the possibility of a transfer of popu- 
lation. Mr. SHarett and other officials have 
mentioned it on various occasions in recent 
months. But the Arabs would never consider 
it. The next stage was reached with the ap- 
pointment of Sir DESMOND Morton as the 
British member of the Survey Mission. At 
the first informal meeting of tts members, on 
September 9 at -Lausanne, Sir DesMOND 
elaborated the British view, which also 
inclined towards the reduction of exposed 
minority communities in the Middle East. He 
suggested the possibility of an exchange of 
the Jewish population in Iraq for Palestine 
Arab refugees as part of a general settlernent 
which would also release Israel from the 
obligation to accept any more Arabs within 
its borders. The proposal was coldly received 
by the Arabs and also by the Americans. 
American policy in particular has, during 
recent months, sought to shirk the central 
problem of resettling the Arab refugees. 
Altogether, the Americans tended to confine 
the activities of the Survey Mission to tinker- 
ing with the problem. In view of this situation 
and Iraq’s continued intransigence (she 
refused even to take part in the Conciliation 
meeting at Lausanne), there appeared to be 
no opportunity for a speedy approach to- 
wards a settlement of this outstanding Arab 
refugee problem, which obstructs all othe: 
attempted solutions in the Middle East. We 
do not know precisely what happened in 
Baghdad during the visit of the Survey Mis- 
sion there. But clearly the one way to cut 
the Gordian knot was to convince the Iragi 
Government that it should make the offer 
and take the initiative. Had the proposal 
come from the Survey Mission or from Israel, 
it would have been rejected out of hand. Sir 
DESMOND seems, however, to have succeeded 
thus far. The United States and Israel must 
now face the crucial issue ; as must Britain 
and the Arabs. 


That Iraq’s offer had to be acc@empanied 
by absurd conditions was obviously neces- 
sary to cover the not too well situated 
Government of Nouri PASHA against accusa- 
tions of selling out the Arab cause. But 
now that the offer has been made, the politi- 
cal and human problems involved will 
require careful thought. The original British 
suggestion was that the transfer should take 
place over a period of from three to five 
years and should be carefully organised in 
all its phases. Unfortunately, the people 
most allected—the Jews of Iraq—have not 
been consulted. But, in any event, a primary 


condition of any transfer scheme such as that 
suggested must be that it is accepted volun- 
tarily by the parties most intimately con. 
cerned. The Jews have lived for years 
under the threat of reprisals, so that what- 
ever they say may not represent their true 
feelings. Before rash steps are taken, however, 
it should be possible for an authoritative and 
independent Jewish body and for the United 
Nations to make a factual survey of the 
desires, troubles, problems, and assets of the 
Iraqi Jews. The latest—and as yet unconfirmed 
and unsubstantiated—reports of renewed 
persecution of Jews in Iraq make this an 
urgently desirable course, which should be 
put in hand without delay. 


UNITED NATIONS DAY 

Next Monday, October 24, will be 
officially observed by this country and other 
member nations throughout the world as 
United Nations Day. By resolution of the 
U.N. Assembly, this. Day is to be devoted 
“to making known to the peoples of the 
world the aims and achievements of the 
United Nations, and to gaining their support 
for the work of the United Nations.” In 
Britain, all political parties and religious 
creeds, together with educational and social 
organisations of every kind, will be co- 
operating to promote this great cause. The 
Ministry of Education has suggested that 
discussions on the Universal Declaration of 
Human Rights would suitably find a place 
in the school curriculum on Monday next. 
The Cuter Rapest has joined with the 
country’s other ecclesiastical leaders in 
stressing the religious significance of the 
celebration. He has addressed a letter to 
the Ministers of all Congregations under his 
jurisdiction, calling for observance of the 
occasion during to-morrow’s Sabbath Service 
If the work of the United Nations has in 
four short years failed to achieve all our 
expectations, the more must we strengthen 
it with our own indomitable faith in the 
ultimate triumph of those quenchiess 
Hebraic ideals of international peace and 
righteousness. In this connection. we would 
earnestly commend to the attention’ of our 
readers the letter, which 1s printed elsewhere 
in this issue, from the Cuier Rapsi and other 
Honorary Officers of the Jewish Peace 
Society. It is splendid to learn of the Jewish 
support which is thus given, as from other 
religious denominations in this country, to 
the work of the United Nations Association 


FOR YOUTH LEADERS 


At this week’s meeting of the Counc! o! 
Jews’ College, a report of which appears on 
page |, approval was given to an important 
scheme of training courses for youth leaders 
These courses are being organised by Jews 
College in conjunction with the Welfare 
Committee of the United Synagogue. 
Bachad and B’nei Akivah, and the Associa- 
tion for Jewish Youth. Their purpose ts to 
provide youth leaders in training with the 
basic knowledge of Jewish subjects, as wel! 
as methods of youth work on both the 
theoretical and practical side, so as to enable 
them to discharge with greater competence 
their tasks as guides and mentors to Jewish 
boys and girls under their charge. The 
courses will be spread over two terms, and 
the scheme of studies will consist of three 
lectures a week per term to be delivered on 
Sunday mornings and Tuesday evenings at 
Jews’ College, starting from this week-end. 
Dr. S. R. Bacu, analyiical psychologist, wi!! 


lecture on the psychology of youth and 


practical club work. Rabbi Dr. |. Epstein 
will give a course on the fundamental teach- 
ings of the Jewish religion and its main 
ethical principles, with special reference to 
the problems of the day. Rabbi S. Sperser 
will lecture on methods of approach to the 
reading and interpretation of selected lead- 


ing Biblical texts, and also on the principaP 


teachings and message of the Prayer Book. 
Dr. JosepH HELLER will discuss important 
spiritual movements in Jewish history from 
Bible times to the present time. At the end 
of these courses, students will be awarded, 
on the basis of an examination, a diploma. 
The whole scheme shows admirable initia- 
tive and enterprise and a rea] determination 
to grapple with a pressing communal need. 
The courses will be open to other youth 
organisations than those already mentioned, 
as well as to individual youth leaders who 
may wish to take advantage of these facili- 
ties.

HUMAN RIGHTS 


Homan Rights. A Symposium, edited 
by Unesco, introduced ACQUES Mari- 
yarn. Allan Wingate. 15s.

The Universal Declaration of Human 
Rights was adopted by the General 
Assembly of the United Nations in 
December, 1948. It is, om the face of jt, 
an impressive as well as a comprehensive 
document, including as it does not only 
the traditiona! civil and political rights 
and freedoms, but the new economic and 
social rights, to social security, to work 
and free choice of employment, to res 
and leisure, to a standard of living 
adequate for health and well-being of a 
man and his family, to free education in 
the elementary and fundamenia! stages. 
participation im the cultural life of the 
community, and the’ enjoyment of the 
arts. And this is for all human beings 
without distinction of race, sex, and 
creed. How good i all sounds, and how 
remote from the actual conditions of the 
world in which most of mankind lives' 

This book, produced by Unesco, is a 
symposium by thinkers and writers of 
many States, about the theoretical prob- 
lems raised by the Declaration. The 
contributors include D. H. Carr, Harold 
Laski. John Lewis, Aldous Huxley. and 
Margery Fry. of this country; Professors 
Kandel and Quincy Wright, of the United 
Siates: Maritam, the French Catholic 
philosopher ; Croce, the Italian; a Soviet 
Professor: a Brazilian Judee of the 
International Court of Justice: and 
Indian and Chinese professors. It is, 
then. representative of the principal! 
systems of thought; and it is encourag- 
ing that the Unesco Committee, which 
examined and co-ordinated the replies to 
a questionnaire about theorctica! 
basis of the Declaration, concluded that 
agreement is possible, and that the 
Declaration will constitute a “ basic con- 
tribution to the fullness of man’s hie.” 


Correlative Obligations 


With some notable exceptions, these 
thinkers favour. the attempt to formulate 
the universal statement of rights which 
will assure the dignity and full life of 
man: but several stress that the righis 
will only be effective if they are accom- 
panied by ga statement of correlative 
obligations. Mahatma Gandhi. in a 


letter, made thai point simply: “I learnt 
from my illiterate but wise mother tha! 
all rights to be deserved and preserved 
came from duty well done. The very 
right io hve accrues to us only when 
we do the duty of citizenship of the 
world Professor Carr amplifies. the 
pon Ihe correlative obligaions to 


political rights are mainiy passive, but 
those to social and economic rights are 
active The last positive article of the 
Declaration states, indeed, that everybody 
has duties to the community in which 
alone the free development of his per- 
sonality is possible 

The question arises how far can this 
Declaration be made effective. As Harold 
Laski warns. it can do more harm than 
good unless il was issued in the ex pecta- 
tion that the members of the United 
Nations gave to it unquestionable faith 
and A few writers direct thei 
minds to this aspect. The Brazilian, Levi 
Carneiro, points to the need of a Con- 
vention which will set out binding obliga- 
tions. and will necessitate a central body 
to supervise its execution, and an aulono- 
mous tribunal before which individuals 
may plead against States in order to safe- 
guard their rights. If these things fol- 
low, the Declaration will mark a genuine 
advance. If they do not, it will be like 
the Kellogg Pact, which outlawed war: 
“an international kiss, purely platonic, 
and promising nothing for the future.

Hilary Wainwright, a British officer, 
had been forced to leave his Polish-born 
wife in Paris in 1940, too weak to be 
moved after the birth of their son. He 
learned later that after the occupation his 
wife. who had been helping British 
prisoners to escape, had been killed by 
the Gestapo; and later still was told by 
a member of the Resistance that the baby 
had been hidden from the Germans and 
might be alive. 

After the war, Hilary goes to France to 
find a child whom his Resistance friend 
believes may be his. He has not seen 
his son since. the day it was born, and 
as there are no obvious clues to prove 
that this other child is his, the results 
may well be inconclusive: and armoured 
(as he imagines himself to be) against 
further unhappiness, he is not at all sure 
that he wants a son who musi inevitably 
reopen old wounds and make fresh ones.

THE JEWS OF COCHIN 


By a Special Correspondent 


UCKED away in the south-west 

corner of the vast Indian sub- 
continent, on the Malabar coast. 
a small, deeply-religious Jewish 
community of some 1,500 members 
fabout 300 white, the remainder dark- 
skinned) whose ancestors settled in 
what is now known as Cochin State 
after the destruction of the Temple, 
nearly 2,000 years ago. 

Cochin Jews are descendants of the 
refugees who fled from nearby Cran- 
ganore in the 16th century after being 
threatened with the Inquisition by 
Portuguese Christian settlers; and of 
Spanish, German, Syrian, and Portu- 
guese Jews who settled on the Malabar 
coast between the 13th and 17th cen- 
tures. Cranganore was formerly 
the main centre of Cochin Jewry. It 
was here, some 1,200 years ago, that 
Joseph Rabban, leader of the com- 
munity, was given a famous set of 
Copper Plates charter of liberty 
and political freedom—by the. King 
of Malabar. 


The White Jews have for long 


Sefardi ritual, and are extremely 
observant. Inter-marriage is almost 
unknown. ir maim language is 


Malayalam, a dialect of Tamil. 

The picturesque synagogue of the 
Pardesi community (White Jews) is 
situated im Jew Town, the narrow 
main street of the Jewish quarter, and 
adjoms a Hindu temple and the palace 
of the Maharajah-—he visited the syna- 
gogue for the first time last year. 
Unlike the cusiom in European 
countries, the Ark is situated m the 
western end of the synagogue, so that 
worshippers may turn im prayer to- 
wards Jerusalem. 

The hand-painted tiles on the floor 
of the synagogue and on the steps of 
the Lchal are sasd to have been pleecd 
there by a Jewish merchant from 
China. A quaint legend says that a 
former Maharajah of Cochin, attracted 
by the beauty of the tiles, expressed a 
desire to acquire them. He was dis- 
suaded from doing so, however, when 
told that they were partly painted with 
cows blood. The cow is, of course, the 
sacred anima! of the Hindus.

Does he know that one of our 
wx Jewrnsh schools had to be entirely 
reserved for diseased-cyed pupils ? And 
that al] this is due to the horrible life in 
the meliah and to the quite complete lack 
of an efficient health service among Jews? 

Must I add that in Casablanca alone, 
7.000 Jewish children cannot go to school, 
there being no room for them, and that 
they joiner im the streets, pale, under- 
nourished, in tags. exposed to all the 
dangers that can befal! them” Shall I omit 
to say that those few schools of ours are 
all overcrowded, with sometimes more 
than 70 in one classroom? How in such 
conditions could our pupils efficrently 
profit from education”

Those of us who have striven in this 
held for at least hall a generation are 
extremely gratified to find that the Chief 
Rabb: has taken steps in this regard as 
tO One aspect, 

We can but hope that this will begin 
to rouse the communa! conscience in the 
whole. field of Jewish charitable endea- 
vour. Experience we have in the regis- 
fration of charities proves to us that 
there is a very considerable waste both of 
effort and of money. 

This country is undoubtedly far behind 
the United States of America. South 
Afmeca, and France in this respect, and 
(we are given to understand), at any rate 
in sentiment if not in present practice 
behind the new Siate of Israci. It ws a 
question whether in the present financial 
circumstances, both of Great Britain as 
a whole and the Jewish community in 
particular, this waste can be permitted 
to continue. 

Schemes of co-ordination have been 
mooted fairly frequently in the past, and 
in my view have foundered on the rock 
of prestige of the officers of the associa- 
tions concerned with charities, rather 
than on the technical difficultics that have 


presented themselves. and have been

“THE JEW AT THE 
‘UNIVERSITY ” 


To the Editor of Tue Jewrsn CHronicie 


Sm.—-The correspondence on “ The 
Jew at the University™ has been so 
varied in its approach that one fears 
that its main purpose will be misunder- 
siood or evaded. 

It is now suggested, in effect, tha: cue 
should abandon the present generation of 
Jewish students until a “ positive, pre- 
university Jewish education,” as Miss 
Barwell terms it, has emerged. The 
solution, as I see it, is to give to Jewish 
students as they are t mioimum 
material requirements without which they 
cannot, as Jews, survive. 

| cannot agree that Jewish students 
without a Jewish background are not: 
capable of being vitally influenced by 
their. Jewish student societies. Jewis 
‘ife at the university itself can awaken 
nierest where none existed before. I do 
agree if one says Dbluntly that these 
societies are often, perhaps in the main. 
inadequate. One has to face realities: 
the worst of which is that the community 
as a whole is not willing to subsidise its 
sudents for intangible and future returns. 
lt abandons them, and then complains 
when the student “ deseris it The 
community has to decide frankly. not 
only whether 1s worth while atiempt- 
q2 to bring im those students who have 
1 pre-university interest in Jewish 
matters, but whether is going to spend 
money on those who already have a 
ce tain amount of knowledge and imiteresi 
which can be lost through neglect. (Let 
ui not confuse this issue with the 
methods to be employed to bring in and 
ream Jewish = students once’  posiiive 
action has been decided upon.) 

So tar Anglo-Jewry has shamelessly 
gnored the problem, leaving u to a 
few students and others of each genera- 
ion to keep up pretences ai adequacy 
Ihe rising cost of hving, the expense 
oO; Mamiaining e¢ven a paper Organi- 
avon, 18 steadily. making impossible 
for this thin thread to be continucd 
Siudents are quite shrewd on the whole 
hey know what is being offered to them 
to-day, and a large proportion reject that 
offer with contempt And why not?’ 
They know too well of the poor quality 
of contemporary Anglo-Jewish leader- 
ship. especially of the ministry: they can 
see for themselves that any attempt that 
has to be madc. to make or keep them 
Jewish. has to be made at present almost 
entirely by themselves 

They ask themscives whether. that 
effort, painful and difficult as 1s, 15 
worth it. They are ignored as siudents. 
and even when they graduate they will 
not be asked or encouraged, with few 
exceptions, to take part in communal life, 
unless “ successful.” later on. They begin 
to despise both their organisations and 
themselves: and they leave their Jewish 
societies for more profitable and appre- 
clative organisations. I have seen this 
process both in that show-piece . of 
university societies, that at Cambridge. 
and in the most imadequate and most 
wenored of Jewish student bodies, that at 
London: both of which significantly 
attract a considerable number of “ non- 
practising’ and “ignorant” Jews. 

There are rea! problems to be solved, 
and almost no facilities made available 
for their solution. The community which 
does not provide those facilities (in 
marked centrast with other relgious 
denominations in their attitude to their 
students) has no right to compiain at the 
results in fact achieved: it should exher 
marvel and remain silent, or reconsider 
its attitude and dip, consistently, into its 
pocket. There are no other alternatives, 
and if, as in the past, the former attitude 
is taken (though with very littl marvel- 
ling), it should not be presumed that such 
Jewish student organisation as al present 
exists might not very simply fade away.

Saving Children’s Souls 
To the Editor of Tue Jewrsn Curonicie 
From Dayan Dr. lL. GRUNFELD 


Sin.—Mr. R. H. Landman, the Chair- 
man of the Foreign Affairs Commitice 
of the Anglo-Jewish Association, thinks 
ht only “to refer,” in a column exposi- 
on. to what he calls my “long” letter 
of October 7, as he thinks that you, 
Sir, could not casily give enough space 
to an adequate “reply.” 1 myself have 
a higher opinion of your sense of 
editorial duty towards. what will un- 
doubiedly be recognised one day as a 
historical siruggle for spiritual and 
religious freedom in the modern world. 

The point at issue has already had 
world-wide repercussions, and, apart from 
many communications | have had from 
the United States, | have been asked to 
resiaie the case of the Jewish war 
orphans before the Board of Deputies 
of British Jews and before. the Israel 
Government. As your esteemed journal 
was one of the first to recognise the 
enormous historical and spiritual signifi- 
cance of the strugele for the souls of 
the Jewish pogrom orphans. I am sure 
you will readily give another column or 
two to the clarification of so fundamental 
an issue “ Whosoever saves even one 
soul ‘in Israel is considered as contribut- 
ing. to the salvation of the whole Uni- 
verse, our sages say. and here there 
are thousands of Jewish souls at stake. 

I must firs correct a factual siatement 
of Mr. Landman’s. If he will look up 
he hies of the Anglo-Jewish Association 
he will find that it was the Anglo-Jewish 
Associauion who asked me to report on 
the posshon of the Jewish War Orphans 
and that the War Orphans Commission 
did not ask the A.J.A. for help to over- 
come the impasse at the United Nations 
li os true that | stated mv views before 
the Foreign Affairs Committee of the 
A.J.A. when asked to do so. Had | had 
even ‘ihe slightest suspicion that that 
Commitiee—a Committee of Jews— 
would commit such a betraval of our 
Jewish children. |. would surely never 
have met the Committee 

Mr. Landman reproaches me for my 
public attack on his Committee, which 
he says: has the intention to lay its 
report before the War Orphans Commis- 
sion. But he forgets that the Foreagn 
Affairs Committee, instead of putting its 
ill-considered and objectionable views 
privately to the Commussion, had them 
first publicly discussed, and thus did 
immeasurable harm to our sacred cause 
This public discussion, as I have already 
pointed out im my first letter, made a 
solemn protest imperative, lest the views 
of the report should be taken as repre- 
sentative of Jewry Moreover, when 
these views were first utiered to me dur- 
ing the discussion following my report to 
the Foreign Affairs Committee, | regis- 
tered there and then my indignation and 
my conviction that the public expression 
of such views by a responsible Jewish 
body would do the utmost harm to our 


cause. 

| fondly hoped that the Chairman of 
the Foreign Affairs Committee would 
recognise the termble faux pas ws Com- 
miritee had made. and would act accord- 
ingly. Instead. he now repeats the view 
that “an orphan child placed at the age 
of two years with a Christian family and 
brought up thereafter m a Christian 
atmosphere where he is happy and well 
settled.” should belong to those excep- 
tions in which a chiid need not Obe 
brought up in the faith of ms martyred 
parenis. or the first time in all Jewish 
history the chairman of an important 


Jewish commitice of a responsible Jewish 
Organisation and in cold print 
acquiesces in Shemad Could there be 
a greater Chillul Hashem” Where have 
we come to in Anglo-Jewry ? Do the 
members of the Foreien Affairs C ommit- 
tee really to the communrty of 
the late Sir Moses Montefiore. who 
travelled. a hundred vears ago. all over 
Furope to save cven one child from 
forced baptism And all ths soon 
after the martyrdom of two millon 
Jewish children massacred in the mos 
bestial way in Christian Europe! Really, 
one does not trust one’s eves if one 
reads such a statement as that made by 
the Chairman of the Foreign Affairs 
Committee of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion. 

When, some time ago. the New Yorx 
Times printed an interview of mine with 
one of their correspondents, during which 
1 demanded the return of our orphans 
to the Jewish fold, the leading Catholic 
American paper.

In spite of my disappomtiment at 
this view, «1 was at least faced by men 
who showed conviction and faith in thew 
own doctrine and were prepared to fight 
for #. But what shall | think of Jews 
who are prepared (6 barter away the 
religious heritage of children of ther 
own faith 

Mr Landman jusiifies the action of 
the -Forein Aflairs Conrmutice by the 
fact that the just claim of the War 
Orphans Commission and other Jewish 
bodies before the Unrned Nations did 
not find a single delegate at U.N. to sup- 
port rt All the worse for the con- 
science of the members of the U_N.! 
But should that be a reason for us to 
abandon the dictates of our conscience 7? 
Appeasement 1s bad enough in the polit 
cal sphere in the realm of spiritual 
conviction. however. self-abasement 
and tantamount to betraya! 

is strange that Mr. Landman and 
his triends, who do not -tired= of 
stressing that Judaism is a rélimon and 
not a nationality. are so casily prepared 
to barier away thal very religion, especi- 
alivy when i means to make children 
thereby “happy and wel! settled W har 
a reh@ion theirs musi be. the escape from 
which makes one-happy and setiied' If 
1 held this view mvself. | would know 
what to do 

In his pamphiet. “Redi de Joden ” 
(“Save the Jews”). the Rev. J. J 
Kalma. a Dutch Protestant minister 
writes: “It is our duty as non-Jewish 
Dutchmen to heip the Jews to be faith- 
ful to this dedication. to thew place as 
the “Chosen People. We do not want 
anti-Semitism nor conversionmm zeal. We 
even do not want ph:ilo-Semricm. What 
we want 18 (to redeem a debi of honour. 
We should bring the Jewish child to its

Cross: “those who left Jerusalem dur- 
ing the fighting found their belongings 
lost or stolen when they returned to their 
homes: the others have sold everything 
to buy the bare necessities of hfe. In 
the present economic conditions, it is im- 
possible for them to earn money. They 
have no food, are clothed in rags, and 
live in the worst conceivable sanitary 
cenditions.” 

These human beings are not technically 
“ refugees (for they are hving where 
they previously lived), and are, there- 
fore, not entitied to any United Nations 
and. Since March of this year, the 
International Commitice has been distr- 
buting food and milk, tending the sick, 
and giving, from time to time, some piece 
of clothing to those most desperately in 
need of it. No heip has been availabic, 
on any scale, through any other channel. 
But the International Committee is very 
heavily committed in many parts of the 
world. and unless further funds are pul 
at their disposal they will have to cease 
their work in Jerusalem, just at the time 
when. in view of the coming cold season, 
it will be more than ever necessary to 
provide relief. A sum of £10,000 would 
enable them to carry on to the end of 
the present year; and it is this sum that 
we have been asked to raise. 

Will your readers help, please ? Maybe 
gleams here also that hope: “ When a 
man’s ways please the Lord, he maketh 
even his: enemies to be at peace with 
him” (Prov. xvi.

ONION DISHES 
Onion and Potato Pic 


Onions, Ib.; potatoes, | cooking 
apples 4 Ib.: stock, pt.; dripping, 
1 oz.; salt and pepper. 

Peet and chop the onions and fry a 
gokien brown in the dripping. Peel and 
thinly slice the potatoes and apples. Put 
a layer of potato in the bottom of a 
greased baking dish, sprinkle with omon, 
then add a layer of apples; season with 
salt and pepper, and repeat the layers, 
with potato on the top; pour in the 
stock and dot with dripping; bake in a 
moderate oven till the vegetabies are 
cooked and the top well browned—about 
1-1} hours—keeping it covered for the 
first half hour. 


Ragout of Onions 


Small onions, 1 Ib.: margarine or 
dripping. 2 oz.; tomatoes, 4 Ib; stock, 

m.; cooking sherry, 2 tablespoonfuls ; 
a bay leaf; 2 or 3 cloves; sak and 
pepper. 

Sxin the onions, skin and cut up 
tomatoes. Melt the fat im a stew-pan 
and put in the onions and fry ull golden 
brown: add remaiming ineredicnts, cover 
the pan, and stew gently about an hour. 
Remove bay leaf and cloves, and serve 
with fingers of dry toast 


Onions au Gratin 


Roil as many onions as required till 


tender, then drain and put into a fire- 


proof dish. Make sufficient white sauce 
to cover, using half milk and half onion 
water. Flavour with grated cheese a 
pour over the onions. . Sprinkle the top 
with brown crumbs and grated cheese, 
and bake on the upper shelf of the oven 
till nicely browned; or, if freshly pre- 
pared, brown under the grill 

Note. If milk is m short supply, serve 
the onions plain boiled, and hand grated 
cheese separately 

Onion Tart 

Pastry case: onions. | fb.; milk, } pt.; 
margarine, 1} oz.; flour, 14 oz.; salt, 
pepper. and brown crumbs 

Have ready baked a large open tart 
case. Peel the onions, put in a saucepan 
of cold water, bring te the bol, then 
drain and chop. Return to the saucepan 
with a teacupful of water in which. they 
were boried, add the margarine, season 
with salt and pepper, and cook gently 
til tender, then stram. Put the onions 
in the pastry case; add suffigent liquid 
from the onions to the mulk to make 
} pt.. bring to the boil, stir in the flour 
blended with cold water, stir ull boiling, 
and simmer for 2 or 3 minutes. Season 
to taste and pour over the onions 
Sprinkle with brown crumbs and bake jn 
the upper part of the oven ull nicely 
browned

A number of boys and girls who 
volunteered for the experment were 
deeply hypnotised and made to perform 
in a way which many found hilarious 
but which to others was rather harrow- 
ing. What the effect was on the victims 
| cannot say——I was.assured that there 
were no after-ceffects—bul the startled look 
on the faces of the young spectators 
showed that they were not sure whether 
to laugh or protest. | cannot think that 
hypnotism is entertainment for adoles- 
cents, 

None of this criticism can, of course, 
be directed against the hypnotist, 174- 
year-old Jack Sofier. He gave an expert 
display of hypnotic power. He is a 
dental studemt, and has been interested 
in hypnotism since he was 14.

THE BLOCH CONCERT 


London was worthy of itself on Thurs- 
day evening of last week, when a full 
Albert Hall made Ernest Bloch’s concert 
one of the great occasions, not eg 
the season, but of this generation. t 
the composer himself appreciated the 
warmth of his welcome was evident not 
only in the ardour with which he con- 
ducted, but also in his return again and 
again at the end of the concert to 
acknowledge the applause. And that he 
regarded it as an evening of dedication, 
as all his life has been. was evident in 
his simple gesture, when he picked up the 
score of “Avodath Hakodesh”™ and 
pointed to its title-page: “Sacred Ser- 
Vie, 

The evening began with Bloch in 
his more genmal mood for the “ Suite 
Symphonique 
one accustomed to his restrainedly 
modern idiom can enjoy. down even to 
the “ Finale’ with its dancing rhythm. 
and its hint (unconscious?) of the 
“ Dies Irac." Schelomo,.” it has to 
be admitted, was not given the very best 
of performances. Zara Nelsova played 
the solo part with noble elegiac feeling. 
but it is not entirely elegiac, and the 
sudden gushes of orchestral splendour 
that the conductor evoked did not always 
surge spontancously out of the preceding 
contemplative passages. But that which 
Bloch, perhaps by temperament; could 
not bring to the “ Schelomo ”™ he brought 
in full measure*to the solemn splendour 
and exaltation of “ Avodath Hakodesh.” 
It is not easy to realise to the full all 
Bioch’s achievement in this work. One 
tends, quite wrongly. to compare it with 
oratoro, forgetting that oratorio tells a 
story, proceeding from beginning to end: 
whereas the “Sacred Service 
lifung of hearts in. worship, 
should have no beginning and no end 
Then. and only then, does ohe join with 


is the kind of work any- 


the composer in his presentation of the 
“mystery,” in his exaliavion in the 
“empty” temple; and only then does 
the sublimity of the praise, the dazzling 
iHumination of the Light, the deep neces- 
sity of the human yearning for the King- 
dom to be established on earth, trouble the 
heart and soul, as well as impress the mind. 

Three great moments of the even- 
ing’s performance stand out: the reiera- 
tion of the “ Shma Israci.” each time 
more ¢xultantly; the more essentially 
Jewish quality of “ Rock of Israel,” in 
which Marko Rothmiiller sang the cantor 
part with restrained dignity: and the 
“adon Olam.” which came as affirma- 
tion of the eternal serenity by contrast 
with the transient trouble of our world. 


And then: “ Shalom.” The London 
Philharmonic Orchestra, the London 
Philharmonic Choir, and that fine bar- 


tone. Marko Rothmiiller, rose to all the 
greatness of the . opportunity the work 
presented, and Bloch's gratitude (indeed. 
the gratitude of all the audience) was 
evident at the close. F

SENTENCE 


Our tegal correspondent writes: The 
announcement in last week's issuc that the 
London Sessions had varied the sentence 
of one month's imprisonment recently 
passed by Mr. Herbert Malone. K.C.. to 
a fine of £10 on a Jew aged 17 for being 
in possession of a weapon at a public 
procession in Dalston brings to the fore 
one of the recent alterations im the spirit 
of the tréatment which the Legislature 
intends to be meted oul to young persons 
between 17 and 21 who commu offences 

lt & sometimes overlooked that the 
Criminal Justice Act, 1948, was passed 
to establish not merely a new code for 
the punishment of offences, but also to 
give effect to the change in public outlook 
m regard to sending persons under the 
age of 21 to prison. Section 17 of the 
Criminal Justice Act, 1948. enacts that 
a Court of Summary Jurisdiction shal! 
not impose imprisonment on a person 
under 17 years of age and no court 
shall impose imprisonment on a person 
under 21 years of age unless the court is 
of opinion that no other method of deal- 
ing with the offender ts appropriate .; 
and for the purpose of determinin 
whether any other method of dealing with 
the young person is appropriate, the court 
is under a duty to obtam and consider 
information about the circumstances. 
character. and physical and mental! con- 
dition of the accused (see Morrison and 
Hughes Criminal Justice Act, 1948. 
Butterworth, page 40) (A Court of 
Summary Jurisdiction is required to state 
tS reason in writing for its opinion that 
no other method of dealing with the 
young person appropriatc) 

It will be seen therefore that imprison- 
ment should now be ordered only 4s a 
last resort 

The change in the policy of the Legis- 


_lature, which is in keeping with public 


opinion, may perhaps, be not universally 
appreciated. and it was the subject of a 
uestion by Mr. John Foster, MP. in 
the House of Commons on June 40 last. 

The subiect is one which should be 
noted by those in the Anglo-Jewish com. 
munity who are concerned in the admin- 
stration of justice in Courts of Summary 
Jurisdiction

It was feared at one time that Mos- 
leyites would demonstrate in front of the 
Soviet Embassy. and at the request of 
Soviet officials extra police were called 
oul to guard the Embassy in Kensington 
Palace Gardens. 

Laier, demonstrators held a meeting im 
Hyde Park. afier which gangs of trouble- 
makers infiltrated into Piccadilly Circus. 
Trafalgar Square, and the Strand, chant- 
ing fascist slogans. Following skirmishes 


between fascists and non-fascisis, a num-.

MOSLEY MEETING 
Anti-fascist Protests

ASSOCIATE OF FASCISTS 
FINED 

Frederik Kitchener Johnson (32). of 
Dagenham, was, at Old Street Mazgi- 
strates Court last week. fined 20s. and 
ordered to pay cosis of 20s. for insulting 
behaviour whereby a breach of the peace 
was likely to have been occasioned. He 
was also bound over in his own recog- 
msance of £25 to be of good behaviour 
and -to keep the peace for 12 months 

The charge. arose out of incidents said 
to have occurred after a meeting at the 
Shoreditch Town Hall organised by the 
League fot Democracy in Greece.’ The 
meeting, according to the police evidence. 
was attended largely by Jews. and as they 
were leaving, Johnson went among them 
without any proper reason and forcibly 
using his elbows, barged his way into the 
crowd 

Chief- Inspector Frederick Edwards said 
that Johnson was among a number of 
peor known to him to him to be mem- 

rs of the Union Movement who were 
walking round about the Town Hall. 

After the magistrate. Mr. Harold 
Sturge, had found the charge proved. 
Inspector Edwards said that in June. 1939.

NAZI NEWSPAPERS 
Questions in Parliament

A number of quecsiions concerning 
newspapers and journals in Germany, 
many of which. it was alleged, were 
disseminating anti-Semitic propaganda, 
were directed to Mr. Bevin, Foreign 
Secretary. in the House of Commons on 
Wednesday 3 

Mr. Bevin explamed the present posi- 
tron by saying that the only powers 
reserved by. the Western Allies over the 
German Press in their Zones were con- 
tained in the Allied High Commussion 
Law on Press, Radio, Information, and 
Enteriainment. 

This law, he said, contained provi- 
sions enabling the High Commissioners 
to intervene to prevent measures being 


taken which threatened the freedom of 
the Press and to take action against 
newspapers printing matter which 


offended against the prestige and security 
of the occupying Powers. 

To Mr. P. Pirarin (Com., Mile End), 
who alleged that many of these publica- 
tions were continuing the fascist and anti- 
Semitic propaganda which thcy published 
formerly. Mr. Bevin said: “ No evidence 
of such propaganda has come to my 
notice.”

J.D.C.’s Plans

Paris 

European directors of the American 
Joint istribution Committee, at the 
final session of their conference here last 
week-end, decided to speed up the 
emigration of Jews to Israci and the 
United States. : 

It was also agreed to continue the dis- 
patch of urgent medical supplies, food- 
stuffs. and other essential commodities to 
Jews in North Africa and other Mosiem 
countries; assist the aged and sick Jews 
in Europe and Isracl; and help Jewish 
communities in Europe to meet the 
larger part of their welfare needs. 

Dr. J. Schwartz, European Director of 
the J.D.C., said that the entire movement 
of Jews to Israel was endangered because 
of the possibility that funds from 
American Jews might be considerably 
reduced next year. 

J.D.C. operations in Yugoslavia would 
come w an end early next year, KX was 
reported by the organisation's director in 
that country. Sixty per cent of the Yugo- 
slavia’s Jewish Community had already 
left for Israel, and the 5,500 Jews remain- 
ing were in a position to care for them- 
selves. 

The Moroccan authorities were plan- 
ning to burn down 30 per cent of the 
houses in the Casablanca ghetto and 
replace them with modern houses, « was 
reported.
